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Fantastic 50th on the Fourth 
Mattapoisett Road Race

The victories of Margot Appleton and Trevor 
Wysong in the 50th running of Mattapoisett’s 4th of July 
Five-Mile Road Race were accomplished amidst a lurking 
heat but one that could not overtake the milestone event 
that had been delayed two years and anticipated by an 
entire community. 

Flags lined the streets of Mattapoisett as crowds, 
mindful of their own need to stay hydrated, gathered. 
Patriotic top-40 hits played from the speakers set up in the 
gazebo next to a donated spread of fruit. Nearby, a group 
of runners with their numbers already pinned to their 
shirts, waiting for the race to start, had taken up a game of 
corn hole, complete with star-spangled beanbags. 

As far as the eye could see were people with 
smiling faces, dogs with wagging tails, accompanied by 
cheery voices and sporadic laughter. It was shaping up to 
be a beautiful day for a race. 

By the starting line was a table set up for the 
timekeepers. A large clock displaying all zeros would be 
used to show the runners’ times while the keepers double- 
checked with stopwatches and logged the numbers into 
their laptops. 

The running crowd appeared mostly as a sea 
of tie-dye blue, dotted throughout with red and white. 
Emblazoned on many a chest was a spray of yellow 
fireworks framing Ned’s Point Lighthouse, the design for 
this year’s official race T-shirt. Some of those not wearing 
the shirts tucked them into waistbands or hung them 
around their necks to be used as in-race towels. 

One runner threaded theirs through the back of 
their red, white and blue sports bra as an impromptu 
cape, making sure the design was visible. Among those 
not wearing the T-shirt was a runner in a Wonder Woman

outfit, albeit with the red boots swapped out for more 
sensible sneakers. Some of the spectators came dressed 
to impress as well, including a goatee-less Uncle Sam, 
bringing star spangled style from toe to tip. 

The speakers crackled, drawing the gathered 
citizens’ attention before the national anthem played, and 
a hush fell over the crowd. As the last notes died out, the 
runners took their marks. 

An announcement was made, welcoming 
everyone and giving a few notable shoutouts to certain 
participants. The first was to Richard Reilly, the winner of 
the first-ever Mattapoisett Road Race in 1971. The second

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was to Dan Briand, who not only ran alongside Reilly in 
the inaugural race but also has continued to run in every 
Mattapoisett Road Race since. This year, the number 
pinned to his shirt was, appropriately, 50. 

The applause died down. Then, the blast of an 
air horn, and they were off! The closely packed crowd 
trotted off down Water Street, beginning to disperse with 
the competitive racers edging to the front, while the less- 
pressed, fun-runners kept pace at the rear. 

As soon as the last of them was out of sight, 
volunteers sprang into action, clambering up ladders 
to hang the large “FINISH” banner across Water 
Street. Approximately 50 yards down the course, more 
volunteers stacked crates of water, ready to distribute 
them to the victorious racers. In between, a hose set to 
mist, offering a quick cool-off for those that wanted to run 
through it. 

Behind the rope, a young boy waited with a 
bubble blaster, intent on welcoming the racers back in his 
own, effervescent manner, his white T-shirt read “Future 
Runner in the Mattapoisett Road Race,” matching that of 
his younger sibling. 

From the distance came the sound of cheering. 
Those lining Water Street up to Oakland Street were 
cheering the first runners to finish. Flying down the 
pavement was Wysong, the 24-year-old from Taunton 
who recently concluded his track-and-field career at 
Bridgewater State University. Wysong was running for 
his third year and snagging a hat trick by finishing first 
yet again, finishing the five miler in 25:18. He took water 
gratefully, hair plastered with sweat as he smiled in 
thanks to those congratulating him. 

Alex Craig, 19, an incoming sophomore at 
Dartmouth College, this year had signed up to race 
for the first time ever, managed to snag second place 
in 26:20. Before the applause for him could die down, 
another runner, Colin Rooney, sprinted under the banner, 
snagging third place in 26:59.

“I ran straight into the water. It was so hot,” she 
recalls. 

Living in Mattapoisett since 1964, Chris grew up 
watching her dad help manage what he and Bob Gardner 
gradually built out of a good idea.

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runners. Chris’s brother Tom finished second to Richard 
Reilly in the inaugural race, while brother Mike earned a 
third-place finish in his age category. 

Life would take her away from Mattapoisett, but 
when she returned in the 1990s, the Mattapoisett Road 
Race was a different animal. 

“Bob Gardner always mailed me a T-shirt,” said 
Chris, but she was not ready for what she saw when she 
visited home. “It is amazing to me what it became in the 
90s.”

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the town is excited to have part of Phase 1b opened, there 
are still things to be done like signage, trash barrels and 
doggy rest stations. 

“People need to be considerate of one another, 
“Collyer stated regarding use of the bike path, and 
stressed cyclists needed to abide by traffic rules and 
regulations. 

The Mattapoisett Bike Path has been a work in 
progress since 1996. Bike Path Chairman Steve Kelleher 
has noted over the years that he and more recently the 
Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path have labored to 
work through and control a long list of moving parts 
including financing the project. Now with at least a half- 
mile of elevated walkway complete, the finish line is 
getting closer. 

Still ahead for supporters of the project and the 
town are issues related to defective material that became 
evident more than a year ago on the bridge over the Eel 
Pond breach and Goodspeed Island Beach. That section 
remains closed. No date on when it might be ready for 
the public is known at this time, as the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation finds acceptable 
replacement materials. 

And while a small section of the bike path at the 
end of Industrial Drive to the Marion line was funded 
by donations and is open, Phases 2a and b are in early 
planning stages. 

During the FY23 budget cycle, the Bike Path 
Committee, along with FMBP Chairman Renee Pothier, 
reported to the Capital Planning Committee that for FY23 
$489,000, the town’s match previously approved through 
Town Meeting for work associated with the Industrial 
Drive improvements, would be used. 

Another $500,000 would be needed for a portion 
of the Phase 2b Industrial Drive bike lane, and $150,000 
of which $120,000 (received via a state grant after Town 
Meeting) will require a town match of $30,000.

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Path Committee and FMBP also noted that in FY24, 
$285,000 will be needed and is proposed to be secured 
from grants and town matches for Phase 2a design, 
project management and soft costs not associated with 
construction and $1,000,000 proposed to be secured by 
town matches and grants. 

FY25 was forecasted to need $30,000 from 
grants and town matches for additional Phase 2a design, 
project management and soft costs not associated with 
construction and $1,000,000 from grants and town 
matches for Phase 2a construction. 

It is currently planned that in FY26 the project 
will be rolling towards completion while needing 
$30,000 from grants and town matches for remaining 
project management and soft costs not associated with 
construction, $1,000,000 for Phase 2a construction, 
$752,000 Phase 2b design and construction and $500,000 
for final segments of Phase 2a. 

All totaled over the next four fiscal cycles, 
the financial documents provided by the bike path 
consortium estimate that Phases 2a and 2b will cost 
$5,796,000, anticipated to be funded by a variety of 
grants and town matches. In the meantime, cyclists and 
other recreators may now enjoy nonmotorized modes of 
transportation from Mattapoisett to New Bedford without 
using Route 6 or just taking in the wetland splendor 
Mattapoisett now showcases from an elevated walkway.

the tick promptly with a pair of sharp tweezers, gripping 
around the neck and pulling it straight out. Then mark the 
bite with a circle and date from where it was removed for 
your healthcare provider, especially should you develop a 
rash, headache, fatigue, or sore muscle there. 

It is always a good precaution to get carefully 
dressed before going out in tick habitat by tucking your 
trousers into your socks and wear a long-sleeved shirt, 
making it easier 
to spot a new tick 
wherever it lands 
on you.

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red meat. 

In order to counterbalance the destructive nature 
of ticks throughout the environment, there is out there a 
wide selection of wild and domestic birds that keep the 
tick population under control. Wild turkeys, for instance, 
can each eat as many as 100 ticks a day, as do countless 
other wild species of song birds. Domestic chickens are 
also descended from dinosaurs and have the inherited 
capacity to find and consume a meal of ticks when let out 
of their pen into a free range of their own selection, as 
clearly illustrated in my drawing. 

Mother nature subsequently has her own 
methods of counter measures of concern and caution 
that you may now have learned from, via my article and 
drawing, to evaluate and appreciate. Now the concerns 
and cautions for any member of the human race will be 
evident with the arrival of the contagious, tick-infested 
outdoor season. 

Editor’s Note: Attendance at last Wednesday's site 
visit to the Mattapoisett Transfer Station with the Board of 


Health led to a walk through some tall grass and into the woods, 


after which I discovered three ticks, the first within the hour 
during an appointment (it fell from my ear onto my forearm), 
the second on my back spotted in the mirror later that day, and 
a third discovered after doing laundry in the lint trap to the 
dryer.

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Rochester’s New Town Administrator Likes Fit

Glenn Cannon started out as an engineer who 
was frequently told he didn’t talk like an engineer. No 
wonder his career path ended where he is today, as 
Rochester’s town administrator since March of this year. 

The Wareham native, 58, said that as he grew up, 
engineering and math came natural for him. “But also 
I like to talk to people, give them the reasons, the facts 
behind anything I’m explaining,” he said. 

He didn’t mind it when in his early career he 
was told he did not sound like an engineer. He saw what 
they were saying. It was because he likes to communicate 
ideas to people in very simple, clear ways. “When it’s 
complicated issues, it’s important to me to be able to 
break down things and explain them simply to others.” 

After he graduated from UMass Dartmouth’s 
engineering program, he went to work for the 
state Highway Department and then the Cape Cod 
Commission. By the time he started the latter job, he had 
put hands-on engineering work behind him in favor of 
managing and budgeting projects such as the ongoing 
plans to replace the Bourne and Sagamore bridges. 

In 2017, he became the assistant town 
administrator in the town of Bourne. “It was an 
opportunity to work in Bourne and help them with their 
issues,” he explained, 
“such as assisting them 
with establishing their 
waste water treatment 

plant. It was still 
~ about helping the local 
community, which I 
love to do.” 

It was in these 
early jobs that he 
developed the skills 
he uses to this day as 
town administrator. 

In his Cape Cod 
Commission job, for example, he said, “I was building 
funding programs for projects and building the public 
and political consensus that gets projects approved. I 
learned you have to tally the consensus of leaders and the 
public before any project can move forward. It was a great 
experience for this job, for getting me ready for this job.” 

Cannon became Bourne’s acting town 
administrator after the chief administrator resigned. Then 
an interim town administrator was appointed but didn’t 
last long. Still, Cannon was not considered for the full- 
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time job.

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buses to the corner of Water and South Streets. 

The board took two votes, one to approve 
Vergoni’s revised parking plan and the other to approve 
road closures in the area of the event. The road closure 
schedule will be from 5:00 pm to 10:30 pm, providing a 
half-hour cushion on both ends of the event.

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“I just want to be able to legally serve these 
platters,” she explained. 

Servais said she will have one refrigerator for 
storing her ingredients and another to store the platters 
ready to be picked up. She will have a stainless-steel table 
for food preparation and a portable sink for washing her 
hands. 

She will be sharing the retail space of “Right from 
the Vine.” The front of the space facing the street will be 
hers, the back will belong to Right from the Vine. She said 
her interior will include a plexiglass shield to wall off the 
food, and she will have the use of “Vine’s” three-basin 
sink to clean her ingredients and her utensils. 

Planning Board Chair Norman Hills asked if there 
were opinions on the “Savor the Spread” plan from the 
Building inspector, the Fire Department or the Board of 
Health. Board secretary Terri Santos said there has been 
no word from them, but that does not mean they haven't 
reviewed the plan. 

Servais elaborated that she has received her food- 
handler and food-management certificates from the Board 
of Health. “I am current with the Board of Health,” she 
said. 

That seemed all the Planning Board needed to 
hear. The panel then approved the business’s Special 
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Permit unanimously.

Town Considers Regional Composting Facility 
Mattapoisett Board of Health 
By Mick Colageo 

Mattapoisett Board of Health Chairman Carmelo 
Nicolosi was admittedly hesitant to accept Andrew 
Brousseau’s pitch on behalf of Gloucester-based Black 
Earth Composting on June 29. 

The board, including members Michelle Bernier 
and Russell Bailey, met with Brousseau and Mattapoisett 
Health Agent Gail Joseph at the Mattapoisett Transfer 
Station to discuss Brousseau’s proposal for a customized, 
regional composting facility at the Tinkham Hill Road site. 

“I’m not ready to give it a vote of confidence,” 
said Nicolosi, qualifying his remarks to clarify that the 
Select Board is the town’s . 
ultimate vetting board and 
the Board of Health would 
bring a recommendation. 

Nicolosi made it 
clear he finds the concept 
attractive but only 
providing he can protect 
the interests of Mattapoisett 
homeowners. 

Brousseau is an 
earth scientist helping 
run an emerging business 
designed to achieve long- 
range solutions for municipalities running out of space 
and safe means to dispose of their trash, food waste and 
land waste. He believes Black Earth can save towns a lot 
of money over a long period of time, especially as towns 
anticipate a state mandate that they cut in half their food- 
waste disposal by 2030. 

What Black Earth does is finance and build a 
facility on a host town’s property and seek via survey of 
interest and geography member towns to participate in a 
regional arrangement. The facility processes food waste 
into a dry compost that can be used to fertilize yards. 

According to Brousseau, the package is designed 
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to save the town on annual recurring costs that would 
include paying to incinerate food scraps at the SEMASS 
plant, paying to grind trees and stumps and paying to 
dispose of yard waste. 

On the list of services that Brousseau says Black 
Earth would offer for charge or free depending on how a 
contract is shaped: residential curbside, commercial and / 
or school pickup of food scraps; pickup of electronics, 
yard waste /Christmas trees and textiles and the 
conversion of the town’s organic waste into high-quality, 
organic compost. 

Brousseau explained that the pandemic’s drag on 
the supply chain has created a marketplace for the local 
manufacturing of compost. “Our fertilizer comes from all 
over the world, we need local sources,” he said. 

In listening to Brousseau explain the program, 
Nicolosi’s primary concern was the balance of facility 
usage by locals as opposed to the participating 
communities. Nicolosi 
repeatedly looked for an 
alternative structure that 
would put Mattapoisett 
residents first. 

Black Earth typically 
seeks a 10-year agreement, 
but Brousseau told 
Mattapoisett representatives 
that the company would 
consider a five-year deal. 

+ He said it takes time for the 
model to grow. 

The business model he 
proposed mirrors existing Black Earth facilities hosted 
by three other towns in Massachusetts. The site plan, 
however, would be tailored to the individual needs and 
land capacity of the host town. 

The proposed composting facility would need a 
footprint measuring between 2.5 and 4 acres of land, and 
the area suggested encroaches slightly on an area already 
approved for a solar array at the base of the hill at the site. 

Nicolosi encouraged Brousseau to propose 
a different footprint as to avoid creating a nonstarter 
response from the Select Board. After the meeting, 
Brousseau, Bernier and Joseph walked the proposed site. 

Speeding among trucks was a concern, and 
Brousseau said GPS control of the Groton facility brought 
down Black Earth’s trucks to 25 mph; he said the only 
trucks speeding now are the town’s DPW. 

Brousseau estimates that 177 trucks will go in and 
out of the facility in a 222-day period. The Groton facility 
has averaged a truck per day.

Should Mattapoisett host a Black Earth 
composting facility, it is presumed that New Bedford 
would be among the surrounding municipalities using 
the facility. Black Earth’s Groton facility hosts Lowell, 
among smaller communities. 

In 11/2 years, the Groton facility has built to 300 
users, while the facility hosted by Manchester-By-The- 
Sea has 800 users, approximately 35 percent of the town’s 
population. 

Participation in the survey is noncommittal, 
stressed Brousseau, its purpose solely to establish an 
indicator of measurable interest among any particular 
town’s residents.

Crimes of the Future. Starring Viggo Mortensen and 
Kristen Stewart. Directed by David Cronenberg. 
Running time: 107 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now 
available to buy or rent on streaming services. 

“Careful, don’t spill,” whispers Viggo Mortensen 
to Léa Seydoux in one of the more outrageous moments 
of intimacy in Crimes of the Future. Marking a return to 
feature filmmaking after an eight-year hiatus for writer- 
director David Cronenberg, the movie could serve as a 
natural companion to a good number of his other films, 
especially Crash, which had a similar hushed, deadpan 
humor. In Cronenberg, people are driven restless by 
the war between their minds and their bodies — the 
Cartesian split, as he likes to call it. Here, climate change 
is making bodies into numb cocoons for unprecedented 
mutant organs. Long live the new flesh, indeed. 

Mortensen and Seydoux are Saul Tenser and 
his artistic accomplice Caprice. Saul’s body has been 
developing new organs, which Caprice extracts and 
tattoos, as part of their performance art for a small but 
avid crowd. Cronenberg may be saying this or that 
about his own life as a subversive artist, but Crimes has 
more levels than that, some of which are accessible to 
those not Cronenberg and some of which are not. The 
movie, which is full of menacing machines with scalpels 
as well as mutilated flesh inside and out, can be taken 
as a Cronenberg art installation. Here and in many 
of Cronenberg’s other films, people transform, their 
flesh rebels alarmingly, and they view it as a beautiful 
evolution — they can either see it that way or go insane 
— while others recoil in horror. (Think of Jeff Goldblum 
excitedly rattling off theories while slowly disintegrating 
in The Fly as Geena Davis kept going “What is wrong with 
you?”) 

As usual with Cronenberg, his eroticism is less 
about the friction of bodies than the pulling off of societal 
restraints. “I’m not very good at the old sex,” says Saul to 
a creepy functionary (Kristin Stewart) smitten with him 
and his art. It’s this same woman, Timlin, who delivers 
the movie’s defining line: “Surgery is the new sex.” Those 
who have too literal a response to that premise — like 
actual car-crash survivors who had a beef with Crash — 
may tire of Cronenberg’s metaphorical game-playing. 
Cronenberg’s particular thematic emphases do make it 


tough for some to jump past what's being shown and click 
into what's being said. 

Oddly, for all the carving and fondling of body 
parts, Crimes is sometimes, like Timlin, too enamored of 
its own ideas. The decade or two that Cronenberg spent 
away from the body-as-fallible-meat subgenre that he 
practically invented resulted in some interesting push- 
pull between Cronenberg and whosever story he was 
adapting. We took pleasure in his running stories about 
gangsters or psychiatrists through his filter. Crimes takes 
him back to the old gory days, for sure, but I can’t help 
feeling that it’s a summing-up, a greatest-hits album. 
Hey, some of those hits are pretty damn great, and they 
play well again here. But the pleasure of Cronenberg in 
the past few years lay in his making magic with material 
you wouldn’t expect him to forge in his own image. 

This material is as snugly fitted to him as that weird 
eating chair is supposed to be to Saul, but like the chair it 
occasionally moves clumsily and spills things. It gets talky 
and plotty when we'd like to hang out and dig the world- 
building. 

Still, if you’ve seen a lot of movies like this lately, 
I want to know which theater you’ve been going to. 

As much as this is patented Cronenberg Cinema, he’s 

also having a terrific time making it, and it often shows. 
Cronenberg loses himself in the sets in Greece; everything 
looks badly used, no vision of a shiny future but one 

full of numbness and grime. Even apartments look like 
some mad doctor’s castle laboratory. Using a strictured 
voice, Mortensen emotes largely with his eyes or with 
throat-clearing, and Seydoux, with her mischievous 
diastematic smile, makes a great partner in futuristic 
crime for him. Stewart, liberated in this nightmare world, 
creates a compelling woman out of little but nervous 

tics. Cronenberg is an actors’ director, as was obvious 

as far back as The Brood (1979), and by creating an artsy- 
bloody backdrop for them to play in front of, he gets 
performances and moments no one else can. Crimes might 
strike some of us fans as been-there-done-that, but what’s 
wrong with being there and doing that again? 
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sea levels are eroding their available nesting area on

pedestrians in an attempt to minimize fatalities. Terrapins 
live long lives, reproduce slowly and suffer from high 
hatchling mortality rates. Because of this, the death of a 
reproductively mature female can do lasting harm to the 
future of a local population. 

Anytime you see a turtle on or near a road, please 
call NECWA’s hot line at 508-566-0009 for advice and 
assistance. If the situation is safe for you, move the turtle 
off the road in the direction it was heading. Never lift the 
turtle by the tail: this can injure their spine, which is fused 
to the top of their shell. 

If you find an injured turtle, call NECWA for 
assistance or take it to a local wildlife rehabilitation center 
(see list below.) If the animal is dead, you should also 
give us a call— NECWA can remove the carcass from the 
road, collect identifying information about the turtle, and 
record when and where it was hit.
